and Superior. The treaty for extension shall
also provide that the United States may impose
any internal taxes on the productions of the pro-
vinoes, which theﬁlnvy upon their own products of
the same kind., The Presldent ia snuthorized to
:r[;:lm two commissdoners or envoys to nego-
ate n treaty with the United Kingdom and
the provinoes, either fointly or seversily, to
yegulnte the commerce and navigation between
the respective territories and poople of sald pro-
nees and the United States, on terms recipro-
pally beneficlal, It is made the duty of the com-
missioners to provide, it possible, for the perma-
pent seourity of the fisheries of tae United
Statas; to secure the free interchange of the cnie!
produots of art and manufseture, as well as the
products of the lorest and agriculture and other
products between the provinees and the United
Btates; to secure, if posable, the discontinnance
of 'nf free ports that mud‘ endanger revenus,
and the pssimilation of duties on ardeles taxed
hy the two countries, and the removal of all
o£ w for lights and compulsory pilotage, and
| diseriminating tolls and duties, and for im-
iprovad navigntion between Loke Hicmmm and
he Mississippi, around the Falls ol Niagars, and
hetween. Lake Ontarlo, Montresl, and Lake
Dhamplain, All articles produced in any of the
provincesa, which under the provisions of the
jreaty lor extension, If admitted, shall be freely
dmitted into Canada from the United States,
hall during the year of extension be freely ad-
mitted to the United States from Canada, if pro-
duced in that country.”
